THE first group of newly recruited nursing staff 
from Spain have arrived at Southend Hospital to 
help improve nurse staffing numbers.

WORLD renowned beatboxer Shlomo 
will be back at Village Green this year 
with a ‘bigger and better’ stage show.

After he called her back he ended up 
performing on the track Ocenia that was 
used at the opening ceremony of the 
2004 Summer Olympics which was 
heard by 3.9 billion people and gained a 
Grammy Nomination. 

Speaking about his career and upcom¬ 
ing Village Green performance he said: 
“Using the computers when I return to 
Village Green people can expect a dif¬ 
ferent performance.

THE SENIOR coroner for Essex has 
been given an official warning over 
‘misconduct’ in an inquest. 

The Judicial Conduct Investigations 
Office (JCIO) found Caroline 
Beasley-Murray had delayed an

inquest and failed to keep ‘interested 
parties’ notified about the case. 

‘Interested parties’ include the 
deceased person’s loved ones and wit¬ 
nesses in the case. 

A statement released by the JCIO 
said: “The Lord Chancellor and the 
Lord Chief Justice concluded that her 
actions constituted misconduct and 
have issued her with a warning about 
her future conduct.” 

They found Ms Beasley-Murray 
had delayed the inquest of Edward 
Gillespie, 38, of Rosslyn Crescent, 
Luton. 

Mr Gillespie’s body was recovered 
from water at Roy don Marina Village, 
Harlow, on January 26, 2013. He had 
gone missing from an office 
Christmas party at the Roydon 
Marina Hotel on December 21, 2012. 

He was due to stay overnight and 
check out the following day, but was 
reported missing by relatives when he 
failed to return home. His car was 
found in the hotel car park. 

Police began searching the area on 
December 23, 2012 and issued their 
last witness appeal on January 24, 
2013, two days before he was discov¬ 
ered. 

Mr Gillespie was officially declared 
dead on February 1, 2013. 

His inquest was opened on February 
5, 2013, but did not conclude until 


March 13, 2014. 

His cause of death was given as car- 
dio respiratory arrest with the sec¬ 
ondary cause listed as ‘immersion’. 

Ms Beasley-Murray ruled his death 
had been accidental. 

The JCIO refused to reveal details 
of how or why the coroner was 
believed to have delayed the inquest 
or failed to keep ‘interested parties’ 
informed. 

The Government body refused to 
answer the Yellow Advertiser’s ques¬ 
tions and insisted on dealing with 
them as a taxpayer-funded legal 
action under Freedom of Information 
laws, against the YA’s wishes. 

The JCIO is allowed 20 working 
days to investigate but an information 
officer told the YA that the body had 
already decided to refuse to answer 
the questions. 

In a statement issued through Essex 
Council’s press office, the coroner’s 
office blamed the delayed inquest on 
witnesses and insisted the family was 
now happy with the coroner’s con¬ 
duct. 

The statement said: “Inquests are an 
emotional and sensitive time and we 
seek to minimise any delays that may 
occur. In this instance the availability 
of expert reports resulted in a delay in 
the conclusion of the inquest. 

“The HM senior coroner for Essex

has since spoken to the family, the 
inquest has been successfully con¬ 
cluded and the family has requested 
that the complaint was withdrawn.” 

The spokesman added that Ms 
Beasley-Murray would not be chal¬ 
lenging the misconduct ruling. 

A JCIO spokesperson said: “The 
formal warning will be recorded on 
the coroner’s personal file and may be 
referred to in the event of any future 
judicial conduct proceedings.”

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CCTV appeal following attack

Thames as they returned from a raid on 
buzz-bomb sites in France. One crashed 
into the Thames, the other - named 
Heavenly Body II on which Dick was rear 
gunner - crashed at Canvey Point. 

Alan Jasper, with fellow local historian 
Trevor Williams spent years researching 
the collision and organised the service. 

He said: “It was an amazing experience. 
We thought 70 years was probably the last 


I’m sorry I couldn ’t be with 

you on this, the 70th anniver¬ 
sary year since that fateful day, to 
memorialize the 11 men who gave 
their lives. I want to thank you all 
for attending this special service 
in their remembrance. 

This was supposed to be a rela¬ 
tively easy mission. Our orders 
were to destroy the launching site 
of the dreaded buzz-bombs that 
were killing so many in and 
around the London area. 

The mission was completed and 
we were safely on our way back to 
the base at Kimbolton [Cambrid¬ 
geshire]. The plane flying on our 
left wing was having problems and 
wasn ’t able to maintain position. 

He realised this and the pilot 
tried to relocate. Unfortunately he 
was flying directly over the 
Heavenly Body (our plane) and

crashed on top of us. His plane 
went to pieces, trapping eight o] 
its nine member crew. Their bom¬ 
bardier was the only the survivor. 

Our plane, while crushed, flew 1 
a slow descending arc giving 
those who were alive a chance to 
get out. Our navigator, co-pilot 
and waist gunner had been killed. 

No alarm was necessary, we just 
knew we had to get out. 

I pulled myself through the twist¬ 
ed metal and opened my chute. As 
soon as the chute opened I faced 
heaven and thanked God for giv¬ 
ing me the strength to get out. 

While I couldn’t make the trip 
here, my daughter Barbara and 
her husband David offered to rep¬ 
resent me at this memorial service. 
I really appreciate their interest 


in doing this. I hope many of you 
will make an effort to meet them. 
They are both pilots and have 
some idea of what we had to go 
through just to get back to base. 

They have also visited the base 
at Kimbolton and have made 
friends with several families here 
in England. I truly believe that 
every mission has a story that 
c an be told. Thank God most 
weren t as deadly as this one. 

We had a particularly 
close crew and remained 
friends for the years that 
followed. Sadly I’m the 
only one remaining. 

I thank you again for 
the interest you have 
shown in the fate of 
the Heavenly Body and 
her crew. God A 
bless you all. S

Tasty comedy 
for gourmets 


CHEF (15,114 mins) 


I F food be the music of love then 
Chef composes a mouth-watering 
symphony of Cuban flavours to 
delight the palate of World Cup- 
weary audiences, who crave a 
heart-warming drama garnished with 
gentle humour. 

Written and directed by Jon 
Favreau, this uplifting confection 
works to a tried and tested recipe of 
triumph against adversity, and taps 
into the rising popularity of food 
trucks as a lunchtime hang-out for 
famished American office workers. 

Snappily edited scenes of high qual¬ 
ity produce being transformed into 
plates of calorie-loaded deliciousness 
make any hot dogs, nachos and pop¬ 
corn from the concessions stand look 
bland by comparison. 

Be grateful that the Smell-O-Vision 
and AromaRama systems, which 
heightened the immersive experi¬ 
ence of films by releasing scents into 
the theatre, never gained traction 
otherwise Chef's 114-minute run¬ 
ning time would be exquisite, stom¬ 
ach-rumbling agony. 

By the end credits, my appetite was 
well and truly whetted for one of the 
film's Cubano pressed sandwiches 
filled with juicy roast pork, boiled ham 


and molten Swiss cheese. 

The culinary wizard responsible for 
this raging hunger is Carl Casper 
(Favreau), who is the star attraction 
at a Los Angeles restaurant owned 
by Riva (Dustin Hoffman). 

Prestigious food critic Ramsey 
Michel (Oliver Platt), who reportedly 
sold his online blog for 10 million 
dollars, makes a reservation at the 
restaurant and Carl excitedly plans a 
new tasting menu with sous chef 
Tony (Bobby Cannavale), line cook 
Martin (John Leguizamo) and sassy 
hostess Molly (Scarlett Johansson). 

"You know what I would do? Play 
your hits," argues Riva and he forces 
Carl to revert to his signature dishes. 

Ramsey's poor review, which 
berates Carl for resting on his lau¬ 
rels, ignites a bitter war of words on 
Twitter. 

Their argument spirals out of con¬ 
trol and Carl publicly quits his job. 

Ex-wife Inez (Sofia Vergara) invites 
Carl to accompany her and their 
young son Percy (Emjay Anthony) to 
Miami to reconnect with his roots. 

In familiar surroundings, Carl enter¬ 
tains Inez's canny suggestion of a 
food truck and the chef transforms a 
worn-out vehicle into a mobile 
eaterie par excellence. 

Chef wears its heart on its olive oil- 


spattered sleeve, establishing an 
emotional divide between Carl and 
his son, which might be bridged as 
they spend valuable time together 
on the road. 

Social media assumes a pivotal 
role in the script and Favreau 
employs sparing visual effects to 
illustrate how Percy builds word of 
mouth for the food truck by har¬ 
nessing the power of the internet. 

Favreau and Anthony are an 
adorable pairing, and Robert 
Downey Jr injects ribald humour to 
his fleeting scenes as Inez's germ- 
phobic first ex-husband. 

Heartfelt scenes of confession and 
reconciliation ensure tears flow as 
freely as the overpriced vino from 
Riva's cellar.

He then began touring nationally 
and internationally with various 
groups over the next few years, 
including The Beatles’ old pals Gerry 
and the Pacemakers, The Searchers 
and the Swinging Blue Jeans before 
landing a part in Let It Be. 

The role of Paul McCartney will be 
played by Emanuelle Angeletti, who 
trained at the Academy of Music 
and began his musical career at the 
tender age of four, when he sang on 
two records in collaboration with 
Pippo Franco, a famous Italian actor 
and singer. 

After many years in several bands, 


and lots of work in recording stu¬ 
dios, Emanuele was chosen to 
become a member of Beatles trib¬ 
ute band, The Apple Pies, in 2000. 

A long series of concerts in Europe 
followed, along with appearances 
on many television shows including 
entertaining The X Factor in Italy in 
2010 . 

But one of the highlights of their 
career was when Emanuele and the 
rest of the band won a recording ses¬ 
sion in Abbey Road’s Studio 2, the 
same studio in which the Beatles 
recorded many of their albums, in 
2005 for being the most important 
Italian Beatles tribute band. 


In 2008, when the Beatles photog¬ 
rapher Robert Whitaker was touring 
Italy promoting his new photo book 
Eight Days A Week: Inside The 
Beatles’ Final World Tour, The Apple 
Pies accompanied him playing a 
replica of the 1966 final Beatles live 
show, and in 2009, they were cho¬ 
sen to perform at the only official 
EMI presentation of the Beatles digi- 
tallly-remastered collection.

I F you have had a chance to see 
the film 'Belle' at the cinema 
since it opened two weeks ago, 
then why not find out about the 
real Dido and actually walk in her 
footsteps at Kenwood House? 

The English Heritage property in 
North London has been put in the 
spotlight with the Fox Searchlight 
Pictures release which is inspired 
by the true story of Dido Elizabeth 
Belle, who grew up at Kenwood 
House in the 18th century. 

The illegitimate mixed race daugh¬ 
ter of a Royal Naval Admiral was 
raised by her aristocratic great- 
uncle, Lord Mansfield, and his wife 
and lived at Kenwood from about 
1766 when she was five-years-old. 

Her mother was an enslaved 
African called Maria who met her 
father, Sir John Lindsay - nephew 
to the 1 st Earl of Mansfield - as a 
young Royal Navy officer when he 
was en route to Jamaica. 

The film explores the struggles 
Dido may have faced in personal 
life during a time when slavery was 
common place as, while her lin¬ 
eage affords her certain privileges, 
her illegitimacy and the colour of 
her skin prevented her from fully 
participating in the traditions of her 
social standing. 

The idea for the film actually 


came from a painting - a copy of 
which can be seen in the 
Housekeeper’s Room at Kenwood 
- which hangs in Scone Palace in 
Perthshire, Scotland. The painting, 
created about 1779 of two beauti¬ 
fully-outfitted girls, one black, one 
white, seemingly at leisure togeth¬ 
er, caught the eye of writer Misan 
Sagay who researched it further to 
find the two women were actually 
relatives. 

Sagay said: “As a writer and a 
black woman I was dedicated to 
finding these stories of other black 
women in a time when they had lit¬ 
tle voice.” 

While Dido grew up at Kenwood, 
filming at the location was not 
actually possible as the house was 
under restoration, so it was actual¬ 
ly shot in other historic London 
properties including English 
Heritage’s Chiswick House and 
Gardens and Ranger’s House. 

Kenwood House, set on the 
edge of Hampstead Heath with 
breathtaking interiors, houses a 
unique collection of internationally 
important paintings by artists such 


as Rembrandt, Vermeer and 
Gainsborough. There are a number 
of rooms to wander around includ¬ 
ing a newly restored music room, a 
stunning library, an antechamber, 
as well as Orangery - where you 
will find a display of four exquisite 
costumes from the film 'Belle' on 
display until Wednesday, July 2 - 
tranquil landscaped gardens and a 
recently restored dairy. 

Soak up the atmosphere and 


stories of Kenwood’s residents, 
whilst relaxing on reproduction 
period furniture, and take part in a 
range of activities that are run 
throughout the year. 

Up-and-coming events at 
Kenwood House include interactive 
summer holiday activities from 
August 12 to 23; creative family art 
and crafts workshops between 
noon and 4pm on July 7, August 
3, September 7, October 5, 


November 2 and December 7; and 
interactive family Storytelling 
Sundays from noon to 4pm on 
June 29; July 27; August 31; 
September 28; October 26; and 
November 30, when you can dis¬ 
cover the stories behind 
Kenwood’s collection.

Q. Are there any rules about what you 
can take with you when you move 
house? 

A. I assume what you’re talking about here is 
the whole vexed issue of fixtures and fittings. I 
say “vexed” because it’s an issue that needs to 
be handled with tact - not to mention a good 
deal of common sense. Otherwise, it can be a source of considerable friction and 
ill feeling. 

As far as fixtures and fittings are concerned, there’s really only one rule, which is 
that you are entitled to take whatever you like, as long as you never said you 
would leave it behind. The fact is that you may well have undertaken to leave 
certain things - either in the property details and other marketing materials 
prepared by the agent on your behalf (and which you have to sign off), or more 
importantly in the fixtures and fittings list you fill in for your solicitor at the start of 
the conveyancing process. This list actually forms part of the legal contract 
between you and the buyer - so you can’t simply go changing your mind about 
what stays and what goes, otherwise you are in breach of that contract. 

So, carpets, curtains, curtain rails, hanging baskets - basically, anything that’s not 
included on the list - can go. This includes light fittings, as long as you don’t leave 
bare wires hanging out of the ceiling or walls which could present a hazard. 
Talking of hanging baskets, it’s worth bearing in mind that fixtures and fittings also 
cover the garden - so, in theory at least, you can take any and every plant that 
you haven’t listed as staying. However, it won’t surprise you to learn that most 
people don’t. 

And this is where tact and common sense come into play. Yes, you may be legally 
entitled to dig up and cart away every single shrub in the garden - as long as the 
property details didn’t make mention of the “well laid-out shrub borders.” In 
theory, you could probably take the kitchen sink as well, as long as it’s not 
specifically mentioned. But why would you? 

Needless to say, however, if you do genuinely change your mind about something 
- despite having originally promised to leave it behind - then you must inform your 
solicitor at the earliest possible opportunity.

S PRING and summer bring out the best 
in an SUV such as the Mitsubishi ASX. 
Your winter runabout safely trans¬ 
porting kids to school and coping with the 
daily commuter grind seems to be just a 
memory as the warmer weather and great 
outdoors beckon each weekend. 

The sensible commuter car is transformed 
into a purely pleasurable experience as the 
ASX swallows family and fun-gear for a day 
in the hills or on the coast. 

This versatility of the SUV explains 
why this sector is the fastest grow¬ 
ing in the market and why manu¬ 
facturers are piling into it. 

But did you know that Mitsubishi 
was one of the first to have what is 
now an SUV with its Space Runner 
in the early 1990s? So 20-odd 
years on we have the ASX - it’s as 
fresh as any rival and it comes with 
a sound pedigree. 

There are nine ASX models sold 
in the UK from £15,100 to £24,400 
in three trim levels and choice of 
powertrains including 115hp, 1.6 petrol or 
114hp, 1.8 and 1 lOps, 2.2 diesel engine 
with manual or automatic. They use the 
same four/five-door body offering 416 to 
1,193 litres luggage space but you can 
specify front- or four-wheel drive. 

The car we tried sits towards the top of 
the range with its level-four trim and four- 
wheel-drive automatic transmission new for

money including the useful intelligent grip 
system which saves fuel. It’s a big and beefy 
engine for a comparatively modest-sized car 
so it performs well from a standstill, pulls 
effortlessly irrespective of load and is flexible 
enough not to keep changing gear, so our 
42mpg average was easily attained. 

It is quiet at all times, steers faithfully and 
with agility and it reassuringly slows and 


stops with the lightest brake pressure. 

The ASX soaked up some bad surfaces 
without complaint - although you could hear 
the suspension coping as the wheels 
banged into potholes or over bumps - but it 
also gripped the road on twisting pieces and 
its handling was fairly neutral and worry free. 

Secondary controls were convenient and 
the instruments simple and clearly displayed 
including the on-board computer. Access 
was good all round and the boot was easy 
to load and empty while the cabin provided 


good family-friendly oddments spaces. 

I liked the supportive, adjustable front 
seats but thought the rear three seats 
lacked shape and headroom was tight in the 
back. There is, however, a truly enormous 
panoramic roof in the ASX4 specification 
and you have good visibility through all win¬ 
dows, good wipers and bright lights. 

The driving position suits tall or short alike 
and it gives a commanding view of the road, 
which is something I know many appreciate 
after driving saloons or hatchbacks.
